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Pennsy Tracks to 

Be Double-Signaled 

Will Be Equipped for Reverse 
Movements Between Over- 
brook and Paoli. 



WILL SPEED OPERATION 



With a view to increasing the flex- 
ibility of the four Main Line tracks 
from Overbrook to Paoli, the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad has commenced work 
on the double-signaling of the two in- 
side tracks between these two points. 

The density of traffic on this stretch 
between these two points is very great 
during the morning and early after- 
noon hours. With the two inside tracks 
so equipped with signals that they can 
be operated in either direction, with 
or against the ordinary current of traf- 
fic, it will be possible for the Pennsy 
to operate through as well as commut- 
ing trains with great despatch. 

This will necessitate moving the 
third track at the Narberth station to 
ease the curve. Tracks one and two 
were recently moved at that point to 
cut down the curve a distance of for- 
ty-one inches. It is expected that 
this work will commence shortly. 

When the "double-signaling" is com- 
pleted three castbound tracks will be 
available in the morning when traffic 
is heaviest in that direction and three 
westbound tracks in the afternoon and 
evening when more traffic moves in 
that direction.

UNCLE CY'S COLUMN 



Christmas 

Christmas is both a season of the 
year and a season of the soul. As a 
season of the year it has its history; as 
a season of the soul it has its poetry. 
Like every other great experience it 
is a harmonious relation of fact and 
fancy. We live in a world of the 
actual, but we live, too, in a world of 
the ideal. Religion is the combination 
of the elements of these two worlds. 
The Christian religion is the explana- 
tion and inspiration of life in terms of 
Jesus and His God. 

The early followers of Jesus did not 
celebrate His birthday, largely because 
there was no record of it in their docu- 
ments or traditions. The first clear 
mention of a nativity observance is by 
a Latin chronographer of A. D. 354, 
quoted by Mommsen, the German his- 
torian of Rome. There must have been 
an earlier observance, but the refer- 
ences are doubtful and uncertain. The 
early celebrants of the Feast suffered 
martyrdom for their heresy, even as 
did Boniface, the "Apostle to Ger- 
many" in the eighth century. It is 
interesting to note further that the 
English Puritans in 1644 denounced the 
celebration of Christmas as a supersti- 
tion, and Calvinistic Protestantism held 
it to be un-Christian on the basis that 
it was unwarranted and unsupported 
by the Scriptures! 

When the early Church told its story 
of the birth of Jesus it was observed 
that there were several points of simi- 
larity with the story of Mithra, the old 
Persian deity. In the Julian calendar, 
the twenty-fifth of December was reck- 
oned as the winter solstice and re- 
garded as the Nativity of the Sun. The 
ritual of the nativity, as celebrated in 
Syria and Egypt, included the retire- 
ment of the celebrants into inner 
shrines, from which at midnight they 
came forth with the loud cry, "The 
Virgin has brought forth! The light 
is growing!" Since Mithra was iden- 
tified with the Sun, his birthday also 
fell on December twenty-fifth. 

The Christians of Egypt came to re- 
gard the sixth of January as the date 
of the nativity of Jesus, and the cus- 
tom of celebrating on that day grad- 
ually spread throughout the East. But 
the Western Church, which had never 
accepted January sixth, sometime dur- 
ing the end of the third or the begin- 
ning of the fourth century adopted 
December twenty-fifth as the true date, 
and in time the decision was accepted 
by the Eastern Church as well. 

The motives are reasonably clear. 
In the solemnities and festivities of the 
Mithraic Nativity celebrations it was 
soon discovered that Christians were 
taking part! Accordingly, the doctors 
of the Christian Church took counsel 
together and changed the Church Cal- 
endar so that it conformed with the 
non-Christian custom of celebrating 
December twenty-fifth, at the same 
time adopting January sixth as the 
date of the festival of the Epiphany. 
We have continued the observance of 
this date to the present day, though 
we have no thought of its origin in 
the effort of the early Church to trans- 
fer the devotion of Christian and non- 
Christian worshiper from the Sun to 
Him who was called the Sun of Right- 
eousness. 

This is the beginning of the history 
of Christmas and the succeeding cen- 
turies saw that history enlarged from 
the store of custom and tradition of the 
people among whom it came. England 
gave it the Mistletoe, Scandinavia gave 
it the Yule Log, Germany gave it the 
Christmas Tree; each with a delight- 
ful and charming story.

If his journey has been long and 
his climb arduous, it has been a glo- 
rious adventure in understanding!

Hope of Representation Rises 

With the appointment of Joseph R. Grundy to the post of junior 
United States Senator from Pennsylvania, all signs point to representa- 
tion in the Senate for this part of the State. Ever since our Main Line 
neighbor, George Wharton Pepper, closed his desk at Washington, we 
have been virtually cut off from the Senate. 

Governor Fisher's appointee, Mr. Grundy, is distinctly a personal 
representative for this part of the State, and for Lower Merion and Nar- 
berth in particular. He is the acknowledged political power over Mont- 
gomery and Bucks Counties, exerting his influence in our own county 
through the strong leadership of Charles Johnson. The Main Line com- 
munities form the dominant part of this, the largest county. 

Most of us, being Philadelphia commuters, are directly or indirectly 
dependent upon manufacturing. The growing battle in this country 
between the East and W r est affects us acutely, for a crippling of Penn- 
sylvania's industries by the "sons of wild Jackasses" would inevitably 
mean hard times for the Main Line. A fighting Senatorial representative 
for the Philadelphia district is essential. Mr. Vare, despite our opinions 
of his brand of politics, has proven himself a fighter; let it be hoped 
that the same spirit will continue. 

A major political battle, extending down to the smaller offices, looms 
for the spring. Events of the next few months will mean much, and 
A'ill be worth the closest attention of every citizen whose choice next 
spring at the polls may be a vital factor in financial progress.

If the brave souls that ventured forth 
on the ice-covered pavements last 
Thursday night to the performance of 
"He Who Gets Slapped," given by the 
Main Line Repertory Theatre at the 
Woman's Club of Bala-Cynwyd, were 
rewarded, it was because they were 
both tolerant and understanding. These 
two virtues, unfortunately, are not 
found in too great measure in theatre 
audiences. 

Tolerance was very necessary in this 
case to prevent impatience at the de- 
lays from interfering with the enjoy- 
ment of the play. In accord with the 
best amateur traditions, the perform- 
ance was a good half hour late in get- 
ting under way. Then there were the 
intermissions. Despite no shifting of 
scenes at least fifteen minutes elapsed 
between each act, of which there were 
four. This seems wholly unnecessary 
and we hope that it will he remedied 
in the future. 

Having gotten the above crusty re- 
marks off our chest, we may turn to 
the more pleasant features of the per- 
formance. The play was one which 
made considerable demands upon the 
audience. Russian plays usually do. 
This one was concerned with a cele- 
brated man, who, disgusted with the 
stupidity, treachery and vulgarity of 
the world, descends into a circus to 
take the part of a clown. Leaving his 
great name behind him, he becomes 
known as "He" and makes the crowds 
roar with laughter at the sight of him 
receiving iniv.merable slaps from his 
fellow clowns. He prefers this open 
mockery to the treatment fine intellects 
receive "out there" where his own ideas 
were successful only after being re- 
hashed and vulgarized. 

Consuelo, the beautiful bareback 
rider, is another tragic figure in the 
drama. She is used as a pawn by her 
alleged father, a spurious count, to get 
himself out of financial difficulties. 
"He" endeavors to rouse her to the 
possibilities of an existence more 
worthy of her natural gifts than mar- 
rying a fat old baron, but she is un- 
equal to the task. So in the end to 
save her from her fate "He" puts poi- 
son in her glass and takes the same 
dose himself. 

There is a wealth of poetic quality 
to the lines, particularly to "He's'.' 
Seaton Bridges took this part admir- 
ably. Joanne Chew, as Consuelo, was 
cast for the part and did a first-rate 
job. Honors also belong to J. Dean 
Joly, whose performance as Count 
Mancini was as finished a bit of acting 
as one could wish to sec. Dorothy 
l.oder as Zinida, the lion tamer, was 
sufficiently awesome. 

Other members of the cast were Mir- 
iam Vane and Margaret Garrick as 
musical clowns; Harrison Bartlett as 
Briquet, the manager of the circus; 
Lisel and Helene Boericke as trapeze 
performers; Elizabeth McCloy as the 
snake charmer; Ann Sayen as a sword 
dancer; Norman Bryant as a clown; 
Richard Medary as Bezauo, the bare- 
back rider; George Joly as the baron; 
Hambleton D. Sheppard as a "Gentle- 
man," and Dorothy Russell, Georgette 
Archer and Ann Polk Speed as ballet 
girls. 

For those who are bored by talk and 
want only action, the play was a bit 
slow, but for those who delight in talk 
for its own sake, there was much to 
revel in.

"Journey's End," one of the few 
great dramas of the world war, is 
finally announced for Philadelphia.

"Journey's End" has been called "the 
play that should end war." This may 
seem like an impossible task, which it 
undoubtedly is, but nevertheless the 
fact remains that having seen it, few 
people will leave the theatre with any 
conception of modern warfare other 
than that of futility. The author, Mr. 
Sherriff, has already been mentioned 
for the Nobel Peace Award for his re- 
markable drama, which ranks with 
H. G. Wells' "Mr. Britling Sees It 
Through" and Raymond Dorgeles' 
"Les Croix du Bois" as being among 
the finest literature that the war has 
produced.

Time passes and customs change, but 
so long as a vestige of the Christmas 
spirit remains newspapers the nation 
over will continue to republish the New 
York Sun's immortal editorial, "Is

Long ago, a little girl, Virginia 
O' Han Ion, wrote to the New York- 
Sun, asking if there was a Santa Claus. 
Her letter read: 

"Dear Editor: I am eight years old. 
Some of my little friends say there is 
no Santa Claus. Papa says if you see 
it in the Sun it's so. Please tell me 
the truth, is there a Santa Claus?" 

Francis E. Church, an editorial 
writer on the Sun, wrote the following 
reply to the little girl: 

"Virginia, your little friends are 
wrong. They have been affected by 
the skepticism of a skeptical age. They 
do not believe except they sec. They 
think nothing can be which is not com- 
prehensible by their little minds. All 
minds, Virginia, whether they lie men's 
or children's, arc little. In this great 
universe of ours man is a mere insect, 
an ant, in his intellect, as compared 
with the boundless world about him, 
as measured by the intelligence capable 
of grasping the whole of truth and 
knowledge. Yes, Virginia, there is a 
Santa Claus. He exists as ccrtainlv as 
love and generosity and devotion exist, 
and you know that they abound and 
give to your-life its highest beauty and 
joy. Alas! how dreary would be the 
world if there were no Santa Claus— 
it would be as dreary as if there were 
no Virginias. There would be no 
childlike faith then, no romance to 
make tolerable this existence. We 
would have no enjoyment except in 
sense and sight. The "eternal light with 
which childhood fills the world would 
be extinguished. 

"Not believe in Santa Claus! You 
might as well not believe in fairies! 
You might get your papa to hire men 
to watch in all the chimneys on Christ- 
mas eve to catch Santa Claus, but if 
they did not see Santa Claus coming 
down, what would that prove? No- 
body sees Santa Claus, but that is no 
sign that there is no Santa Claus. The 
most real things in the world are those, 
that neither children nor men can sec. 
Did you ever sec fairies dancing on the 
lawn? Of course not, but that's no 
proof that they arc not there. Nobody 
can conceive or imagine all the won- 
ders there arc unseen and unseeable , 
in the world. You may tear apart the 
baby's rattle and see what makes the ' 
noise inside, but there is a veil cover- 
ing the unseen world which not the 
strongest man, or even the united 
strength of all the strongest men that 
ever lived, could tear apart. Only 
faith, fancy, poetry, love, romance, can 
push aside the curtain and view and 
picture the supernal beauty and glory 
beyond. Is it all real? Ah, Virginia, 
in all this world there is nothing else 



so real. 

"No Santa Claus? Thank God! — he 
lives and he lives forever. A thou- 
sand years from now, Virginia, nay, 
ten times a thousand years from now, 
he will continue to make glad the 
hearts of children."

A program of development for Vil- 
lanova College will be drawn up by a 
committee of Philadelphia citizens in 
consultation with the college author- 
ities, it was announced last Saturday 
by William J. McGlinn. president of 
the Continetal-Equitable Title and 
Trust Company. 

Decision as to the opening of new 
schools at Villanova will follow a sur- 
vey of the college's equipment and po- 
sition. Mr. McGlinn said he looked 



for Villanova to obtain general recog- 
nition within the next few years as an 
institution for the training of leaders 
for the Catholic laity. 

"Our purpose in forming the Villa- 
nova Development Committee is to 
help the college continue the remark- 
able progress it has been making the 
last few vears," Mr. McGlinn ex- 
plained. "It is not our desire to make 
Villanova a large college. There are 
plenty of universities to solve the prob- 
lem of mass education. 

"Although we anticipate that Villa- 
nova will have 2000 students by 1940, 
it will continue to be a 'small' college 
in the technical sense because the stu- 
dent body functions as four depart- 
ments; the School of Commerce and 
Finance, the School of Science, the 
School of Technology, and the School 
of Arts, Letters and Philosophy, which 
has been the foundation of the college

Dr. William Foulkes, formerly mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly and a 
former president of the board "iSf trus- 
tees of Kmporia College, Kmporia, 
Kansas, died suddenly on Sunday at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. C 
Arley Farmer, of Xarherth. He was 
in his eighty-second year. 

Dr. Foulkes, who was born in I Mica

He held pastorates at Quincy, Mich.: 
Fostoria, O., and Salina and Kansas 
City, Kansas, retiring from the pulpit 
about ten years ago. Following the 
death of his wife' last year, he came 
Fast to live with his daughter. 

In addition to Mrs. Farmer, who is 
a former president of . the Women's 
Club of Xarherth, he is survived by one 
son, Dr. William Hiram Foulkes. pas 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church of 
Newark and vice president of the In 
ternational Society of Christian Kit- 
deavor: five, grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild.

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Abbe Dimnet Speaks 
to Bryn Mawr Girls 

Author of 'Art of Thinking' 

Describes Changes in 

France. 



DEFENDS MILITARY AIMS 



Changes in French life since the 
World War were described by Abbe 
Finest Diinnct, author of "The Art 
of Thinking." who spoke before a large 
audience in (loodharl Mall, Bryn Mawr 
College, on Monday night. 

These changes, the Abbe said, have 
resulted chiefly from the influx of An- 
glo-American capital and the great in- 
crease of the American and Ilritish 
population of France. 

lie said the watering places of the 
Riviera are now largely British in pop- 
ulation; many great houses in Fan's, 
formerly the homes of French not- 
ables, are now occupied by Ilritish and 
Americans, and the Parisian banking 
institutions are largely in Ilritish and 
American hands. 

Tin- lecturer told his audience a feel- 
ing of security and confidence is aris- 
ing in France as an outcome ol recent 
peace pacts and disarmament propos- 
als, supplanting the unrest which per- 
meated Kuropc before 1 € J 1 4 as a result 
of" subtle war propaganda. 

In answer to Ilritish criticism of 
French military policy on the nation's 
eastern frontier, the Abbe recalled 
that Great Britain has not abandoned 
her naval bases in liermuda and Ja- 
maica. 

The World War. he said, was a great 
factor in bringing about the emancipa- 
tion of French women. lie contrasted 
their present-day status with the posi-
